How will the proposed changes effect Wilmington?

WILMINGTON and BOSTON - 
The Patrick Administration 
held hearings this week on pro- 
posed changes to Chapter 40B, 
seeking to bring increased clar- 
ity, coherence, consistency, and 
oversight to the rules and 
administration of the 38-year 
old affordable housing statute. 


Carole Hamilton, 
Wilmington's Director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
has some reservations about 
the proposed changes. 

The Department of Housing 
and Community Development 
(DHCD) expects the changes, 
announced in November, to 
spur an increase in affordable 


housing production in 
Massachusetts, while ensuring 
that all cities and towns, along 
with developers and funding 
agencies, will follow a unified 
set of rules and regulations 
regarding all future 40B devel- 
opments in the Commonwealth. 

“With more than 48,000 new 
homes built courtesy of 


Chapter 40B the law has served 
Massachusetts very well over 
the years, but we need to 
update and clarify the way it 
operates to meet today's 
needs,” said Tina Brooks, the 
state's Undersecretary of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD), in a 
November statement. “Our eco. 


nomic well being is directly tied 
to our ability to create afford- 
able housing opportunities for 
working families who are cur- 
rently priced out of the housing 
market. These new regulatory 
changes will help us to attract 
new businesses and create new 
jobs and to keep those families 
here in Massachusetts.” 


Phil Hailer, a spokesman for 
DHCD, echoed Brooks's senti 
ment in an interview with the 
Crier Tuesday. 

“40B is a tool that needs to be 
refined to reflect current condi 
tions and current times,” said 
Hailer adding that the genesis 
of the changes came from a

If constructed, this change will 
add substantial additional traf- 
fic to MeGrane Road without 
providing any significant traf- 
fie relief on McDonald Road, 
as McGrane connects very 
smear the end of McDonald. 
:This interconnection and its 
ociated traffic would bring 
bout a fundamental change in 


the nature of McGrane Road. 
For the past twenty years, 
McGrane Road has been an 
unaccepted dead-end street 
with four houses. 

According to members of the 
Planning Board, this intercon- 
nection is required for public 
safety purposes. This is a friv- 
olous argument, as one must 
travel on the single access of 
McDonald Road for almost 
half a mile before reaching 
McGrane. A gated fire road 
between the developments 
would be more than adequate 
for public safety and utility 
access. 

Planning Board members 
then requested additional 
changes to the McGrane 
Woods development, which 
reduced the lot size from 32,000 
to 22,000 square feet, and 
removed the cul-de-sac. The 
houses are now to be lined up 
along McGrane Road side-by- 
side in the manner of a 1950's 
housing development. One 
board member even asked if 
the houses could be moved 
closer to the street. 

Many people move to the sub- 
urbs to find quiet and privacy. 
This is particularly true in a 
neighborhood like McDonald 
Road, and even more so on a 
dead-end street like McGrane. 
The actions of the Planning 
Board thus far have been con- 
trary to the interests of both 
the current and future resi- 
dents of the neighborhood. We 
ask that the Planning Board 
reconsider their actions.

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Why do some children have a 
better chance of making it in 
life? They could be from the 
same family and the same 
environment, yet they can be 
so different. I have been asked 
this question many times. 
“Why are they so different?“ 
They were brought up the same 
way. One child is my greatest 
disappointment. He lacks 
motivation, and responsibility. 
He seems to have no self- 
esteem. I'm afraid he will not 
be a successful person in life.” 

There are many reasons for 
this. Some of the most obvious 
reasons are discarded or not 
recognized. Children are born 
with genes that are different. 
Some have a natural charisma 
that attracts all those with 
whom they come in contact 
with. Right from the start the 
child senses love and accep- 
tance. He/she hears a constant 
recognition of himself. His 
ability to learn overshadows 
other children. The world 


around him is exciting, warm, 
and accepting. There is no 
greater way to enter this world 
than to develop a good self- 
esteem. This positive begin- 
ning elicits more of the same 
as time goes on. 


What happens to the child 
who is less fortunate? The 
child who doesn’t have the nat- 
ural charm to attract that 
extra attention can have prob- 
lems. She doesn’t usually 
smile or reach out for others to 
reciprocate. She is always last 
to accomplish a task, such as 
talking or crawling. This per- 
sonality and lack of an ability 
will never experience the same 
feelings of acceptance that the 
charismatic child experiences. 
This form of behavior can per- 
petuate itself, never allowing 
the sun to shine. Most parents 
will not realize the withdrawn 
child is not getting the neces- 
sary attention and nourish- 
ment. In the meantime the 
child could sense a feeling of 
avoidance. This could be the 
beginning of poor self-esteem. 

If parents recognized these 
facts they would surely make 
the necessary changes. It 
takes every day to make it 
strong enough to be affective. 
Praise and positive interaction 
is a daily must. Be careful not 
to praise things that are unde- 
serving. Every child has 
something positive to offer. 
Look and seek them out so that 
you truly recognize their 


strengths. You do your child an 
injustice when you accept an 
unworthy task as a worthy one. 

I expérienced the harm of 
false recognition with one of 
my clients. The parents’ of this 
particular child were more 
than positive in their approach. 
Jim's parents constantly told 
him that his everyday abilities 
were more than adequate even 
though they were not. The 
harm of this approach came to 
a head at my therapeutic gym. 
Parents told Jim he was excep- 
tionally strong.- He was able to 
pull himself up once on the 
chinning bar, could do four 
push-ups, and press thirty 
pounds over his head. These 
feats were far from being 
exceptionally strong for a 
twelve year-old boy. Another 
boy was present who was two 
years younger who did five 
pull-ups, fifteen push-ups and 
lifted forty-five pounds over 
head. Whenever you are told 
you are better than you are, 
you will always fall short of 
your expectation. I’m sure this 
was not the first time he was 
devastated. This false inflation 
had been burst again. 

If your child has little to offer, 
teach him something of worth.

Developing self-esteem 


Don't fall into the trap of doing 
every-thing for him or her. Fill 
your child's day with responsi- 
bilities and accomplishments. 
Teach your child how to sew, 
cook, and repair things around 
the house. When you ask your 
child to help with his special 
skill you add to her self 
-esteem. Too often parents 
feel it’s less of a hassle to do 
the chores themselves. In 
doing so, children do nothing 
and learn nothing. How can 
you experience good self- 
esteem while accomplishing 
nothing? 

Try to prepare your child to 
be a contributor with his or her 
peers. Teach him different 
sports before exposing him to a 
group of peers. Give him every 
chance to be a winner. Prevent 
the possibility of your child not 
being chosen, or left out of a 
game. 

If you have praised, taught 
him skills, responsibility, and 
every chance to participate in 
life, chances are he or she will 
make it in life.

Per Suzanne Sullivan, the 
Planning Board wants more 
40B for Wilmington? Since her 
letter provides no direct evi- 
dence for this, I am left to 
assume (a very dangerous 
activity) that she refers to the 
Town Meeting item asking the 
Wilmington citizens to consider 
a Neighborhood Activity 
Center in a North Wilmington 
location. This was not a 40B 
proposal. It was a proposal for 
a “mixed use” zoning add on 
for the area. Residents in addi- 
tion to neighborhood retail, 
rather than just the industrial 
zoning, which is in place today. 

I guarantee Ms. Sullivan that 
every member of the Planning 
Board slept very well when the 
zoning request change was 
rejected by the town meeting 
body.

The state official referenced 
in Ms. Sullivan's letter, if quot- 
ed correctly, can cite actual 
incidents to support his quoted 
statement referring to 40B as 
the “biggest scandal.” I think 
of Georgetown as an example 
of 40B running amok - many 
massive projects in a very 
short period of time. 
Wilmington does not have that 
experience. What Wilmington 
does share with communities 
throughout the state is a vis- 
ceral reaction to 40B from its 
neighborhood representatives 
because 40B's are typically 
apartment building or condo- 
miniums that remind people of 
cities and “density.” More hon- 
estly they look different from 
the existing neighborhoods; 
they are a change from the typ- 
ical single-family homes in 

ia. 


Whenever I hear the com- 


ments from many that we will 
lose our “character” due to 
40B's, I cannot help thinking of 
an actual real life fact that 
Wilmington has approximately 
7,000 residential building zon- 
ing sites. Over 90% of those 
sites have single-family homes 
on them. That leaves very lit- 
tle room for apartments or con- 
dominiums. Historically, we 
have evolved into living envi- 
ronments of single-family 
homes on half-acre or greater 
lots for personal, private open 
space. I ask you to think of the 
19th century when immigrants 
came to Boston through the 
harbor. What was built for 
them to live in? Tenement 
housing with no backyards. 
They had the streets. The peo- 
ple themselves decided they 
could do better. The city prop- 
er could not offer what the 
bedroom communities could: 
Less multi family, more yards. 
Medford, Malden, Milton, 
Randolph. Typically 5,000 
square feet, some 2,500 square 
feet with a two-family house 
likely. 

Then, the next generation 
wanted to do even better. The 
GI bill became a factor and 
cars became affordable. 

My point: what is this fear 
that with 10% of our residen- 
tially zoned lots - maybe - used 
for multi family homes will 
somehow turn into a crime 
infested, roach littered city 
(where most of us grew up 
quite well, by the way) and will 
destroy our character? 

40B is designed to accommo- 
date low income, by the way, 
not destitute poverty. Low 
income means 80% of the medi- 
an wage. That means that 
there is a group of good, hard- 
working people that can't quite 
afford to purchase a single- 
family home, as they are cur- 
rently priced, here in

Wilmington. I say, more power 
to them and welcome aboard. 
Get out the Town's directory 
of voters and look at the pro- 
fessions of the residents in 
Shawsheen Commons and 
Avalon Oaks: Firemen, teach- 
ers, administrative assistants, 
etc. More traffic? Yes. Every 
time Tewksbury adds to their 
housing and commercial stock 
and tax base, Wilmington will 
be impacted with traffic - the 
curse of Route 93 access - the 
reason many of us moved to 
town in the first place. Every 
time Wilmington adds to its 
housing and commercial stock 
and its tax base, Woburn will 
be impacted with increased 
traffic - the curse of Route 38 - 
probably the reason many resi- 
dents moved into Wilmington 
at a point in time of our histo- 


Since the late 1980's 
Wilmington has managed the 
40B challenge amazingly well. 
We are teased at 9.8% afford- 
able housing stock, with the 
state requirement of 10%. We 
are at a tipping point where we 
can be a community with the 
ability to deny proposed 40B 
projects. 

I feel no pity for those com- 
munities who sat on their 
hands over the last 20 years 
and did nothing about afford- 
able housing. 

I don't mean to get personal, 
but I cannot help but think of 
the energy that came from 
Reed and Harold Streets when 
Shawsheen Commons became 
a factor. One single-family, 
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affordable house - for reasons 
beyond the sane - was consid- 
ered to pose a major disaster to 
the neighborhood. Last year's 
town meeting? Two of those 
residents asked for permission 
to split their lots and increase 
the density of their property. 
One resident cited health rea- 
sons, and was going to use prof- 
its from building a second 
home on the lot in order to 
afford staying in the original 
home. The other resident? 
Their grown daughter's income 
was not sufficient to purchase 
a single-family home in 
Wilmington. So, the parents 
are building her a home in 
their back yard, Town Meeting 
allowed two one-acre lots to 
become four half-acre lots. 
That is not going to destroy the 
character of Wilmington. 
Energizer Bunny routines 
working against common sense 
and pragmatism will. 

Ms. Sullivan has a history of 
misreading _ circumstances. 
She misread the Caira-Miceli 
relationship in town, She mis- 
read the Olin-State relation in 
town. She misreads the work 
of government administrative 
boards. She has no intellectual 
sophistication when it comes to 
political realities. She does 
know how to feed on emotional 
fears. 

Think things through. Stick 
with facts. Do your homework. 

Yes, Ms. Sullivan?

early and shows no signs of eas- 
ing off, the teachers have been 
provided with an opportunity to 
show students some of the 
many challenges that may face 
a construction site. They treat 
this setting just as they would 
teach in a regular classroom. 
The only difference is that in 
this case after they teach a les- 
son; they build a real house. 

“We are teaching the reality 
of fighting the weather and ele- 
ments right now,” said Sullivan, 
who is anticipating several 
more winter storms being fore- 
casted in the immediate future. 
The goal right now is for the 
carpentry students to get the 
house closed up as soon as pos- 
sible so that work can continue 
on the inside throughout the 
winter. 

On Tuesday afternoon the car- 
pentry students were starting 
to frame the second floor walls. 

“They're doing the best they 


much as they can without com- 
promising the quality of con- 
struction,” said Sullivan. 

Every other week, Lead 
Teachers Bill Lannon and Rick 
Weadick are on site together 
with a large group of juniors. 
On the alternating weeks 
Lannon works with the seniors. 
As with all of the construction 
cluster programs at the 
Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School, students alternate 
between a week in the class- 
rooms and a week working in 
the shop or, in this case, on-site 
at the house building project. 

Each year the high school 
chooses one local house-build- 
ing project in a lottery of quali- 
fied applicants. For this pro- 
ject, the applicant received a 
permit to build a foundation 
and the foundation was built 
and inspected before school 
opened in the fall, in hopes that

the project would be chosen 
and could go forward as quick- 
ly as possible.

need “to clarify the rules of the 
game for Chapter 40B so that 
everybody knows what the 
rules, are and how to play.” 

Hailer explained that when 
Brooks became head of DHCD 
last. year, Chapter 40B became 
a leading issue. After listening 
to legitimate complaints and 
issues, she understood that 
some regulatory changes were 
needed to make it fair, equi- 
table, accountable, and user 
friendly. 

Brooks realized that one of 
the most important aspects 
needing reform were the stan- 
dards for eligibility of projects; 
and she saw the need for clari- 
fied, common standards to 
emerge. 

Chapter 40B, also known as 
the, ‘Anti-snob law,' has been a 
controversial and polarizing 
law almost since its inception. 
The goal of the law is to provide 
adequate levels of affordable 
housing within the 
Commonwealth without over 
burdening a minority of towns. 
In order to achieve that goal 
the law stipulates that every 
municipality should have no 
lessthan 10 percent of their 
total housing allocated as 
affordable to low and moderate 
income families on a long term 
basis. 

Communities complain that 
40B usurps their authority to 
deny permits for projects that 
do not comply with local zoning 
and ‘are out of scale with the 
surrounding neighborhoods. 

One of the proposed changes 
would require that the charac- 
ter of a community be taken 
into account, setting new stan- 
dards for the design and siting 
of 40B developments. 

Just 51 cities and towns, out of 
the 351 cities and towns in 
Massachusetts, have thus far 
met the State mandated 10 per- 
cent, but the law is responsible 
for ‘the construction of more 
than, 48,000 affordable housing 
units - in nearly 900 develop- 
ments - since the early 1970's. 

Carole Hamilton, Director of 
Planning and Conservation, is 
a proponent of 40B and thinks 
Wilmington has used the law to 
its ‘best potential. With the 
receht approval of 120 afford- 
able, units at Regency Place 
and. 30 through Crystal 
Commons, Wilmington achieves 
the coveted 10 percent of hous- 
ing ‘stock designated “afford- 
able.” Now the town can refuse 
affordable housing projects 
that do not meet the needs of 
the Community. 

“The town made a eommit- 
ment to encouraging affordable 
housing by developing the 
Affordable Housing Task 


out in more recent years. 

“It used to be that years ago a 
call would come in and the offi- 
cer would respond as needed. 
Largely, police officers were 
patrolling in their cars and not 
as much focused on interacting 
with the general public,” 
Begonis said. “Study after 
study was done that showed 
outreach programs can help us 
communicate better with the 
public. 

“Kids love to come and visit 
us,” continued Begonis. “We 
want to be able to talk to peo- 
ple, including the kids, in the 
community. Most people don't 
want to bother us because they 


Force,” said Hamilton. Now 
known as the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership, the group 
began by figuring out what kind 
of housing the community 
wanted to provide and to con- 
sider those when the town 
received an application for a 
comprehensive permit. 

Today the partnership reviews 
applications and acts as the 
first hurdle, vetting applica- 
tions and working with develop- 
ers at a very early stage about 
what the town wants to see in 
projects. 

“We have never been faced 
with what I would call an out- 
rageous project,” — says 
Hamilton. The largest project, 
and the earliest, was 
Shawsheen Commons at 220 
units. 

Some communities are faced 
with huge projects consisting of 
300 to 500 units. Neighboring 
Tewksbury is currently working 
to develop the Lodge at Ames 
Pond, which will bring 364 
rental units in a single develop- 
ment. The former John T. 
Berry site in North Reading, 
but skirting the town line with 
Wilmington, is currently under- 
going construction of more 
than 400 apartments on a single 
48-acre parcel. 

Hamilton has some reserva- 
tions about changes to the 
affordable housing law. 

“It appears with the (pro- 
posed) change that the decision 
to refuse has to be made within 
15 days of a submission and it 
doesn't allow for a public hear- 
ing,” said Hamilton, adding 
that the proposed change would 
not accommodate for adequate- 
ly informed input from other 
town departments. Not only 
must the town render a decision 
within 15 days, under proposed 
changes, but an application for 
denial must also be submitted 
for review to DHCD within that 
15-day period. All of this would 
be in effect, even for cities and 
towns that have reached thel0 
percent goal. 

“If we've achieved that 10 per- 
cent, we ought to be able to 
make the decision on whether a 
project should go forward or 
not,” Hamilton said. “I don't 
know why the community 
should have to bring (DHCD) 
in, why we shouldn't make that 
decision on our own.” 

‘Towns that have tried to buck 
40B in the past have nearly 
always lost when the matter 
went before the State's 's Housing 


appeal.”

don't know us. We're taking 
steps to be proactive in reach- 
ing out. The more they see us, 
the more they can share con- 
cerns.”

It becomes a prob- 
lem for any sitting governor 
from Governor Patrick going 
back to Dukakis: bringing com- 
panies to Massachusetts is 
tough when housing is not 
affordable. 40B encourages 
housing that is affordable for 
young, working families. This 
isn't just for the lowest spec- 
trum of income.”

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear 
e e e 
Poisoning in 


North Wilmington 


By LARZ F, NEILSON 


WILMINGTON : The 
Cadwallader Ford house on 
Salem Street in North 


Wilmington probably doesn't 
seem like the setting for a sum- 
mer boarding house, much less 
the scene of a mysterious poi- 
soning, 

In 1886, the last members of 
the Blanchard family were liv- 
ing in the Cadwallader Ford 
house, The house was the center 
of a large farm. Elizabeth 
Blane hard was known as “Aunt 
and her brother was 
“Uncle Sam", Their grandfa- 
thers were Capt. Cadwallader 
Ford and Col, — William 
Blanchard, both of whom were 
Minutemen who fought at 
Concord on April 19, 1775. 

In addition to their farming, 
the Blanchards took in summer 
boarders. North Wilmington was 
a quiet spot in the country, The 
Blanchard farm ran from 
Ballardvale Street to the rail- 
road tracks, on both sides of 
Salem Street. There were ham- 
mocks in the shade, and across 
the street was a croquet lawn, 
where the stakes were 80 feet 
apart. The games there were 
always a battle royal, played 
with four balls, two paired 
against two. 

It was truly a beautiful setting 
for a summer vacation. 

In May 1886, the Blanchards 
hired a girl from Everett to help 
with the boarding house kitchen. 
Mary was 14 years old. By the 
first of September, it seemed like 
the summer guests had all left, 
and Mary wanted to go home. 

But then some new guests 
arrived. Judge William Emmons 
of the East Boston District 
Court arrived, with his wife 
Sarah and two-year-old son 
Paul. The probation officer at 
the court, Calvin Littlefield, had 
recommended the Blanchard 
place to the judge The 
Emmonses were planning to 
stay for the whole month of 
September. 

On a Sunday evening, their 
first night in North Wilmington, 
the Emmonses sat down to din- 
ner with the Blanchards and the 
Littlefields, Calvin and his 
daughter Susan, a teacher. She 
had taught at Wilmington's 
Center School one winter and 
boarded with the Blanchards. 
That schoolhouse is now the 
Fourth of July building. 

After dinner, the Emmonses 
had no sooner gone to their 
room than both adults became 
violently ill. Outdoors, their 
friend, Calvin Littlefield, was 
having a similar experience in a 
hammock. And indoors, Uncle 


Sam and Aunt Lizzie were also 
desperately ill 

Paul Emmons wrote of it many 
years later. “In fact, there was a 
wild hullaballoo of vomiting, 
retching and purging which last- 
ed all night. And there was no 
indoor bathroom, only an old- 
fashioned country privy!” 

Within an hour, the only two 
people in the house able to walk 
were Susan Littlefield and Mary, 
the kitchen helper. Miss 
Littlefield took Mary and went 
to the home of Levi Swain, seek- 
ing help. Swain was a special 
officer, and he lived in the 
Pearson tavern, just east of 
Ballardvale Street, about a 
quarter-mile from the 
Blanchards. Today, the Pearson 
tavern is the home of John and 
Marguerite Elia. 

Swain summoned Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell, who determined that 
the victims had all been poi- 
soned with arsenic. The only 
thing that saved their lives was 
that they had been heavily over- 
dosed, causing them to vomit, 
thus eliminating the poison from 
their systems, 

In his account, Paul Emmons 
wrote that the poison practically 
took the lining off his mother's 
stomach. Judge Emmons, who 
had drunk a glass of milk with 
his supper, was not so badly 
affected 

Dr. Buzzell soon deduced that 
the arsenic had been in the tea, 
as those who had not drunk tea 
were not affected. Miss 
Littlefield had taken some tea in 
a bowl up to her room, but had 
not drunk any of it before the 
others were taken ill. 

Where did the poison come 
from, and how did it get in the 
tea? 

The teapot was missing, and 
the maid denied any knowledge 
of anything. But then the teapot 
was found tucked in a cranny in 
the kitchen. The tealeaves had 
all been emptied. 

The teapot was taken to 
Boston, where a state chemist 
cut the spout open and found 
heavy traces of arsenic. Miss 
Littlefield's bowl was also 
strongly dosed with poison. 

Out in the woodshed was a box 
of rat poison, “Rough on Rats’. 
And up in the girl's room was a 
tin cup in which she had been 
keeping flowers. There were no 
flowers, just water impregnated 
with arsenic, as if she had 
experimented with some of the 
poison, to see if it would dis- 
solve. 

Swain brought Officer 
Rhoades of the state police into 
the case. He arrested the girl 
and took her to Malden, where 
she was booked on a of

administering poison. She was 
then taken to the Cambridge 
jail 

She denied all knowledge of 
the poisoning, and even knowing 
what arsenic was. She cried 
because she had been arrested, 
and said she just wanted to go 
home. She did not seem to real- 
ize the gravity of the charge 
against her. When brought to 
trial, she was convicted and sen- 
tenced to the Sherborn reforma- 
tory. 

She only lived a few years, but 
before she died, she confessed 
the crime, saying she did not 
intend to kill anybody but sim- 
ply wanted to make the boarders 
sick so they would go home and 
she could go home. 

In the summer of 1887, six of 
the Emmons family piled into 
the Hamlen place on Andover 
Street. It was then called 
Pinemere Farm. Today it is the 
home of the Krey family. Sarah 
Emmons' father and an unmar- 
ried sister boarded with the 
‘Swains, while another aunt and 
her family boarded with Aunt 
Lizzie Blanchard. Such was the 
drawing power of Rough on Rats 
in the tea! 

As a result of the “Rough on 
Rats” episode, Aunt Lizzie 
Blanchard gave Judge Emmons 
a house lot, and let him pick the 
spot where he wanted to build. 
The Judge Emmons house is 
now numbered 313 Salem St., 
about 100 yards from the 
Cadwallader Ford house. 

Paul Emmons lived in 
Wilmington his entire life. He 
grew up to become an attorney, 
writer and historian, and lived 
with his sister Jane in a house 
across the street from the 
Blanchard (Cadwallader Ford) 
house. They both died in a fire 
on January 19, 1960. Firemen 
found them just inside the door- 
way of the house and deter- 
mined that he died while trying 
to rescue his sister, who was 
bedridden.

Coach of the Year: Jim McCune

He has 315 career victories. 
He ‘has guided the Wildcats to 
six straight league titles, and 
seven during his 18-year career. 
He has done something that no 
other coach in the history of 
Wilmington High School athlet- 
ics could do with those six 
straight league titles since 1918. 
He has taken two teams to the 
North sectional finals, and 
advanced to the semi-finals this 
past March. And before coming 
to WHS, he took two previous 
teams to a sectional semi-final 
and sectional final during a 
career at St. Clement’s High 
School in Somerville. 

Obviously, Jim McCune can 
coach. He’s proven that with 
absolutely incredible numbers, 
winning percentage, his con- 
stant playoff teams and handful 
of tremendous regular season 
and playoff victories. He’s 
proven that he can coach 
because he can take a team, an 
average team of average bas- 
ketball players or a team that 
lacks experience and turn them 
into a contender over the 
course of a winter season. 

He's done that time and time 
again, just like he did this past 
winter. He took a team with two 
returning starters to 19 victo- 
ries, including dramatic come 

* from behind wins over North 
Andover and Tewksbury, both 
on the road, with the first con- 
test giving the team the sixth 
straight Cape Ann League title. 
That 2006-'07 team then posted 
state tournament victories over 
Northeast Regional Tech and 
Greater Lawrence Tech, before 
bowing out against a very good 
Bedford team in the Division 3 
North sectional semi-finals. 

But if you look beyond the 315 
wins and six league titles, you 
see a coach who excels because 
he’s simply the most prepared 
coach you'll ever come across. 
He's prepared for every prac- 
tice, every opponent and every 
scenario, You see a guy who 
absolutely, truly loves coach- 
ing, and truly appreciates, 
respects and loves each and 
every kid who puts on that 
Wildcat uniform for him and 
goes out and gives it his all. 

Nothing changes with 
McCune from day-to-day from 
game-to-game from season-to- 
season - he’s driven without a 


doubt to be successful and he’s 
driven to help kids improve 
with the game they love to play. 
And without a doubt again it's 
hard to match McCune'’s teach- 
ing style, his motivational skills 
and his ability to get every 
ounce of sweat out of every 
Wildcat player. There’s no one 
like him. He continues to prove 
that he’s arguably the best 
coach ever at WHS, and 
arguably one of the best bas- 
ketball coaches in the state. 

And while he is among the 
best, he’ll never tell you that. 
He'll never pat himself on the 
back. He puts on the sweatshirt 
for practice, grabs the whistle 
and instructs, teaches and 
pushes kids to get better. If he 
wins a big game, he immedi- 
ately gives credit to his kids. If 
he loses, he'll say what went 
wrong and say what the team 
needs to do to get better. 
There’s no ego with McCune. 
Never has, never will be. It's 
always about the kids. It’s what 
they have accomplished, not 
what he and his staff have 
accomplished. 

After defeating North 
Andover in front of a huge 
crowd to give the team the 
league title back in mid 
February, McCune didn’t w.ste 
anytime handing out the credit. 

"T'll tell you what's incredi- 
ble," he said right after that 
win. "Those kids in that locker 
room are incredible. This has 
nothing to do with me or my 
coaches. These guys I thought 
would be around the 11 or 12- 
win mark at the beginning of 
the year. Everything that has 
happened to this team is a 
result of those kids in that lock- 
er room. They have sacrificed. 
They have stayed together as a 
team. They are the reason why 
we have won six (league titles) 
in a row. It has nothing to do 
with me or anyone else, It’s all 
them." 


Starting out fresh 


‘The 2005-'06 team had won 18 
games and was bounced out of 
the state tournament in the sec- 
ond round by another very good 
Watertown team. So heading 
into the 06-'07 season, McCune 
had two returning starters and 
a whole bunch of hopefuls and 
maybes. First the maybes and 
hopefuls had to get some play- 
ing time and experience, learn 
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Wilmington High boys basketball coach Jim McCune led the team to its sixth straight Cape Ann 
League title, as well as two state tournament victories earning him the Town Crier’s Coach of the 


Year for the third time since 1995. 


the system and of course learn 
as a team. 

s started off a little 
rough, with Wilmington split- 
ting the first two games, before 
winning the next three includ- 
ing games over Revere and 
Burlington to capture the 
Christmas Tournament t 
but then came a crushing 7: 
loss to Ipswich. Wilmington 
then had to get ready for sever- 
al good opponents with 
Newburyport on the road and 
then North Reading at home. 

"When we played 
Newburyport up there, that was 
an excellent game, it was a big 
game because they were very 
good at that time,” said 
McCune. "That was the most 
balanced offensive output game 
we had all year. There was very 
good distribution throughout 
the entire line-up and we just 
played with a lot of poise and it 
was a good, tight game against 
a very good team on the road. I 
thought that was a big win 
because we were coming off the 
tough loss to Ipswich. 

“And then we went on to beat 
North Reading and that was a 
big win because they were also 
very good at that time. So I 
think those two games, against 
Newburyport and North 
Reading sent us on our way." 

Indeed it did. The win over 
Newburyport was the start of a 
12-game winning _ streak 
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During that stretch, the 
Wildcats knocked off 
Amesbury, Hamilton-Wenham, 
Triton, Manchester-Essex, 
Pentucket, Tewksbury, 
Rockport, Georgetown, 
Masconomet, North Andover 
and Shawsheen Tech. 
Wilmington ended the on 
with 19 wins (17 in regular sea- 
son) which included going 9-4 
against state tournament 
teams (9-2 mark against teams 
that play in Division 2 or 3) and 
also went 7-1 in the regular sea- 
son against teams with a win- 
ning record. 

"I thought the team did an 
excellent job," said McCune. 
"Winning 19 games is a great 
achievement. The kids deserve 
a lot of the credit and they are 
the reason why we were suc- 
cessful last year. They did what 
they had to do, and they were 
outstanding all season long so 
they are the ones who deserve 
all of the credit." 

Throughout the course of the 
23-game season, you saw just 
how good play like Matt 
Bibeau and Zack Fahey 
became. Bibeau was very raw 
and inexperienced and seemed 
very uncomfortable playing in 
his first few varsity games, and 
by the end of last season he was 
unstoppable. Fahey became a 
dynamic player - having the 
flare for the dramatic play, the 
big jumps and forceful drives to 
the basket, but more important- 
ly became a better defender 
and a much better all-around 
player. 

Bibeau and Fahey are just two 
examples of players who really 
strived under McCune last year, 
but nothing was more evident 
about McCune’s coaching style 
than the game on the road 
against Tewksbury. Coming in 
with a seven game winning 
streak at the time, the starting 
five were really struggling. 
There was no fire, there was no 
teamwork and there just 
seemed to be no drive to go out 
and compete. That changed 
when McCune pulled all five 
starters out of the game. After 
a few minutes, he said to those 
five "when you want to start 
playing, let me know." He did- 
n't care starter or not, senior 
or not, he wants kids who will 
play with that desire, emotion 
and teamwork every second of 
every game. 

Those five players got togeth- 
er, decided it was time to put 
away the waste and go out and 
play. They stormed back with 
an incredible 23-1 run and 
defeated their biggest rivals. 
Four games later they did it 
again, this time pulling off 
another incredible come from 
behind win, against North 
Andover in their gymnasium in 
a game that determined the 
Cape Ann League champion. 

"Last year I thought we got 
the most out of what we had,” 
said McCune. "Certainly the 
North Andover game was very 
exciting. The kids stepped up 
and played very well and we 
were able to win the league 
championship against our 
biggest league rival and on 
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their floor. To do that was very 
special. And to comeback the 
way we did against Tewksbury 
is vertainly something to 
remember." 

But as any good coach, there 
are stingers, there's bad tastes 
left over and there's the point 
of not being satisfied. 

"Then we had the thrashing 
we took against Bedford (in the 
state tournament)," McCune 
said. "I’m hoping that loss will 
drive this year’s team. We feel 
that we can compete within our 
league every year but we need 
our program to get beyond that. 
I'm hoping that (83-58) score is 
a reminder to each and every 
player on this year's team of 
what we have to do to get better 
defensively so we can compete 
with teams outside of our 
league. I’m hoping that’s the 
motivational factor for us to 
improve and get better." 


Keeping the drive alive 

This winter marks the 19th 
year McCune has been head 
coach at WHS. Before coming 
here in 1989, he had a brief but 
very successful coaching 
career at St. Clement's in 
Somerville including taking one 
team to the sectional semi-final 
game and another to the sec- 
tional championship game. 
Among one of his players from 
the 1980-’81 team was Larry 
Keating, who is starting his 
10th year as an assistant coach 
under McCune, right now serv- 
ing as the freshmen coach. 

"When Jimmy first started 
coaching, he was my JV coach, 
and then I had him as a varsity 
coach during the 1980-'81 sea- 
son (when we made it to the 
sectional semifinals)," said 
Keating. "He was very young - 
he was only 21 years old at the 
time. He was firey and you still 
see that now. He was passion- 
ate and he feeds off his players 
who feed off his passion for the 
game. He didn’t have as many 
of the X’s and O's than he does 
now - he really relied on his 
passion and his fire. Jimmy 
was a great guy to play for." 

Certainly whatever impres- 
sion McCune gave to Keating 
really stuck. Keating went on to 
become a coach himself, serv- 
ing as the head coach at St. 
Clement's from 1993 to 1998, 
before coming to WHS as a vol- 
unteer assistant with McCune 
and his staff. His is now serv- 
ing his third year as freshmen 
coach, but still spends a lot of 
time with the varsity staff, 
helping to scout and being an 
aide to the student-athletes dur- 
ing practices and games. 

"I really enjoy being here,” 
said Keating. "One of the 
things that’s great with Jimmy 
is he gives us absolute input, 
and he doesn’t want yes men. 
We can all challenge him with 
something and if he likes it he 
goes with it, and if he doesn’t, 
he'll tell you why and it’s an 
open discussion. It’s not his 
way or the highway. We all have 
ideas and we all operate togeth- 
er and we all see different stuff. 
There's five or six coaches at 


every practice and we all have 
different types of relationships 
with the kids and it just makes 
it all work.” 

McCune has 315 career victo- 
ries and Keating has been 
along side more than half of 
them. Keatinng said there are 
several big reasons why 
McCune strives as a head bas- 
ketball coach, 

"His instruction of the game 
now (than before) is more tact- 
ful and he just tries to feed kids ~ 
with bits and pieces of the 
whole for them to have suc- 
cess," he said. "The proof is 
there. I think the main thing for 
a kid playing for Jimmy is if 
you're going to play, play with 
passion, play with the desire to 
win and do it the right way. He 
instilled that with myself at St 
Clement's and it has continued 
with me here and now. If you 
don’t want to work hard and 
don't want to do it the right 
way, than don’t play." 

McCune's system is pretty 
easy - run, run and run, get 
loose balls, push the ball up the 
floor, get lay-ups, get good 
looks, hit your free throws and 
above all play very good, sound 
defense. And then of course 
work as hard as you can and 
good things will happen. 

"If the kids are willing to lis- 
ten to him, they will be compet- 
itive regardless of the talent 
level," said Keating. "He can 
take an average athlete and if 
you do what Jimmy wants, he'll 
take what you have, he'll take 
your strengths and make you 
competitive against anyone and 
that’s a credit to him because 
of his understanding of the 
game, his tendencies and his 
homework. 

"Jimmy’s preparation for 
every game, every practice and 
every opponent is without a 
doubt the best. He doesn't come 
into a season without knowing 
what to do, he doesn't come 
into a practice without having 
it completely prepared and 
there's not a team that we face 
that he hasn’t scouted 

"But the number one reason 
why this program has been suc- 
cessful is the talent. If you’re 
good, you're good and you just 
hope as coaches you don't 
screw it up. It's just a case of 
getting the kids to conform to 
our system and Jimmy gives 
them lee-way. I think we have 
had really good talent over the 
years and 99.9 percent of the 
kids we’ve had want to work, 
and that makes it easier for any 
coach." 

Starting out as a 19-year-old 
JV coach and then moving up 
to the varsity level at age 21 
wasn't so easy. But McCune 
said he had a lot of help. 

"Bob Melillo, who was a for- 
mer Tewksbury coach, gave me 
my first opportunity to get into 
coaching and I learned a quite 
a bit from him," said McCune. 
"A lot of the stuff I learned 
from him, I still use to this day. 
I attribute a lot of the success 
I've had to Bob, learning his 
philosophies and how to do 
things and I know I wouldn't be 
where I am today without the 
opportunity he gave me." 

McCune extended the appreci- 
ation of others. . 

"I also have to thank (former 
athletic director) Jimmy Gillis 
because he gave me the start 
and the opportunity to coach 
here. He was very helpful and 
always gave me sound advice of 
how to function as a coach. 
That intelligent advice was 
always needed, and he just 
taught me how to operate the 
right way, how to operate with- 
in the school system the right 
way, and his advice and sup- 
port is something I'll never for- 
get." 

Besides wins and trophies, a 
true sign of a good coach is one 
who gets back what he put in. If 
you look at McCune’s staff, it’s 
made up of almost all former 
players including Keating, and 
then former WHS stars, Dennis

The Wilmington High boys 
track team has been showing

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Boys Hoop team to roll for a lucky seven.

Over the last six years, the 
Wilmington High boys’ basket- 
ball team has absolutely ruled 
the Cape Ann League. The 
Wildcats have won six straight 
ague titles and have gone 79- 
7 against league play during 
that time. With three returning 
starters coming back from last 


year's 194 season, which 
included a trip to the Division 3 
North sectional semi-finals, 


head coach Jim McCune knows 
there's a new challenge ahead, 
but is thinking outside the box. 

"We have done some really 
good things here especially 
r the last six or seven 
years," said MeCune, who is 
entering his 19th year as 
Wildcat head coach. "But we'd 
like to take it to the next step. 
k-very season is new and you 
court assume that we're going 
tv come out and win the league 
igain. So it’s a new challenge. 
Were just looking to get better 
tad better and so far in the pre- 
season i's been a steadily pro- 
sion." 

a really couldn't have gone 
vny better than it did during 
the last five weeks of last year’s 
season, Wilmington knocked off 
North Andover in a come from 
behind dramatic victory at 
‘leur place, which gave the pro- 
ym its sixth straight league 
Utie, something no other athlet- 
ic program has ever done since 
athletic play started in 1918, 

{n addition to the league title, 
the Wildeats knocked — off 
Northeast Regional — and 
Greater Lawrence Tech, before 
losmg to a very talented 
Bedford team in the sectional 
semi-finals. 

Wilmington opened the 2007- 
08 season on Tuesday night at 
home against Masconomet (a 
non-league game) but before 
up-olf, McCune was concerned 
with the first two weeks of pre- 
season. 

‘We need a lot of work," he 
suid. "I thought we'd be better 
than we are now at this point 
but we have to find a couple of 
things that we do well and build 
trom there. It's going to be a 
different team this year. We 
jack size. We're not a big team

at all and we have a lot of 
perimeter guys. We need to 
keep Matt Bibeau in the game 
as much as we can. He's one of 
our best players and one of the 
best players in the league, and 
he's also our biggest kid and 
our best rebounder. But some- 
times last year he played too 
aggressive and picked up some 
silly fouls. We need to find a 
way to keep him out of foul 
trouble, so. we're going to 
change our style up a bit." 

That style will probably be a 
bit more defensive zone play, 
instead of man-to-man. But 
that change won't alter the 
team’s offense, which again 
will be run the floor, transition 
play and not much half-court 
set-ups. 

"We're still going to be a tran- 
sition team," said McCune. "We 
have some excellent ball han- 
dlers, who can all push the 
bal 

McCune then went on to talk 
about his starting five, which 
because of an injury, will con- 
sist of all-league forward Matt 
Bibeau, league all-star Zack 
Fahey and returning junior 
guards Craig Melillo and Mike 
Manganelli, and sophomore 
guard Mike Murphy, who is get- 
ting the nod with the injury to 
senior forward Evan Borseti, 
who is hoping to return rela- 
tively soon. 

"Zack Fahey's strength is 
transition play, and constant 
up-and-down style. He struggles 
in the half court so we want to 
utilize our players’ strengths. 
We certainly want to get the 
ball out to Zack so he can have 
as many 1-on-] situations as he 
can. And with Matt he can go 
inside or outside, and we just 
want to open the floor. Craig is 
cellent shooter - I think he 
r 30 points in our scrim- 

the other night 
Manganelli is also a good, solid 
player and Murphy is also a 
solid inside and outside player. 
The offense won't change much 
but there will be changes defen- 
sively." 

Once Borseti returns, 
Wilmington will go back to the 
traditional three-forward, two- 
guard play. But right now, 
Bibeau and Murphy are pen- 


ciled in as forwards with 
Melillo at the point guard spot 
and Manganelli and Fahey as 
the other two guards. Fahey 
(15.2) and Bibeau (13.1) com- 
bined to average over 28 points 
a game last year. 

"Matt can play the perimeter 
and he can play inside and he 
has very good quickness," said 
McCune. "He averaged 13.1 
points a game last year and 
was an all-league player and a 
Lowell Sun All-Star. He's some- 
one we're hoping will be one of 
our primary players. And Zack 
is an unbelievable athlete, who 
can sometimes wow the crowd." 

Melillo did a fine job at the 
point guard spot, while, 
Manganelli started strong but 
was lost for a month due to a 
severe broken nose injury. 
Murphy came up from the JV 
squad year, and provided 
some key outside baskets, 
including a gem to turn the 
North Andover game around. 
Borseti, came off the bench last 
and is battling a shoulder 
injury he fered during the 
football season. 

"We want Evan to replace 
what Greg Stewart did for us 
with his athleticism and tough- 


ness," said McCune. "Evan is 
more of a defender than a scor- 
er, and he's also a g) leader. 


If we can get great leadership 
out of him and we get his usual 
unselfish play, than that will be 
a great thing for us." 

Once Borseti does come back, 
it gives the team much needed 
depth to the line-up, allowing 
the team to put Murphy into the 
sixth man role. 

"Mike's kind of playing out of 
position right now," said 
McCune. "He's playing a for- 
ward inside spot right now but 
he's more of an outside player. 
We like the fact that he can play 
both ways, inside and outside 
and we feel that he’s going to 
be a real good player for us 
down the road, He handles the 
ball well, he’s a good shooter 
but we need him to play a little 
tougher and a little stronger on 
the defensive end.” 

After the starting five (or 
six), McCune is hoping many of 
his players can come off the 
bench, provide sparks both

I think we have 
achieved (with some previous 
teams) but I really don’t look 
back and think about things 
like that. I just take it year to 


year. 

“If I had to say I think the 2002 
team was the best team I've 
ever had. I was just telling (this 
year’s team) about that (‘02 
team) the other day. That 2002 
team put all of their egos aside. 
The 2003-'04 team had the best 
chance to get to the Fleet 
Center. We have had good 
things happen to the program 
the last six or seven years, but 
we would like to take the next 
step and that’s one of the rea- 
sons why you keep coming 
back." 

And McCune said he has no 
other plans but to keep coming 
back.

We've 
been hit with the injury bug a 
little bit with three girls who 
have been out for the past two 
weeks so we need to get them 
back. 

"I think with the offense we 
run, it gives everyone an oppor: 
tunity to excel, I think we may 
go through some growing pains 
to start the season because we 
need the team to gel a little bit, 
but I expect us to be right in the 
mix of the better teams in the 
league. And I always expect us 
to qualify for the state tourna 
ment," 

Sauve, is a 5-foot-ll guard, 
who averaged 15 points a game 
last season and was ape Ann 
League All-Star. She is a very 
good ball handler and an out- 
standing shooter, especially 


from the perimeter. She’s one 
of the co-captains along with 
Alyssa Brown. Brown's the one 
who made the game winning 
shot in overtime to beat the 
previously undefeated and top 
seed Winthrop Vikings. Brown 
is a very versatile player, who'll 
split time between forward and 
guard this season. She’s an out- 
standing ball handler as well, 
terrific defensively and has 
come along with offensively, 
getting better and better every 
season. 

"The two of them played in all 
24 games for us last year," said 
Keane. "I think they are two of 
the better players in the entire 
league and there’s no doubt 
about that. I'm hoping they can 
help the younger girls off the 
bench come along because 
we're going to need some help." 

Brown and Sauve are two of 
the five seniors and two of the 
three returning starters with 
Lauren Hitchins as the other. 
With a pre-season injury to fel 
low senior Brittnay Winchell, 
Hitchins, who stands in at 5: 
foot-10, is being moved to the 
center position. Guard Natalie 
Melknonian is the other senior 
and she’ll see time at the guard 
position. 

The backcourt right now will 
have sophomores Amy Fahey 
at the two-spot and Jessica 
Stukey at the point guard posi- 
tion. Fahey was a reserve on 
last year’s team as a freshman 
and battled injuries. But when 
she was on the floor she made 
a lot of things happen and has 
terrific potential. Stukey is 
from the JV squad. 

"When we run the floor like 
we can, we're pretty good," 
said Keane. "Lauren (Hitchins) 
is going to take Ashley’s role of 
being involved in the aggres- 
sive play, playing underneath 
and getting the rebounds. Amy 
and Jessica have been playing 
well through the scrimmages. I 
think they just need to get expe- 
rience of playing together, Amy 
is a lot like her brother Zack.

Writer-director Chris Weitz

Bardem plays Anton 
Chigurh, a sadistic madman 
who looks like a homicidal 
fifth Beatle, who uses an air 
gun to kill his victims. It is a 
nightmarish _ performance: 
Bardem's terrifying turn will 
go down in history along with 
such other screen psychos. 

Set in 1980, the movie tells 
of a drug deal gone wrong. A 
hunter named Llewelyn Moss 
(Josh Brolin) discovers $2 
million and several dead bod- 
ies in the Texas desert. He 
decides to flee with the cash, 
but Chigurh is constantly on 
his trail, thanks to a tracking 
device hidden among the 
bills. 

It is a taut cat-and-mouse 
game. Moss tries to keep one 
step ahead of the monstrous 
Chigurh, who has no problem 
offing anyone who ventures 
into his path. Then there is 
Sheriff Ed Tom Bell (Tommy 
Lee Jones), who is pursuing 
both men while bemoaning 
the downfall of society. 

The film works as a 
straightforward action film, 
but it also says interesting 
things about how good and 
evil exist in society. You don't 
just watch the film; you listen 
to pick up the revealing 
nuances in dialogue. 

There also are little touch- 
es that flesh out the charac- 
ters and add depth to the pro- 
ceedings. For example, Moss 
discovers a dying man beg- 
ging for water at the crime 
scene. He later returns with

water, an act of kindness that 
goes horribly wrong. 

Like the Coens’ film 
‘Fargo’, the movie mixes 
dark wit with gore. But most 
of the time, the film is 
unbearably tense. During a 
sequence in which Moss hides 
out in a motel, viewers liter- 
ally will hold their breath. It 
is that nerve-wracking. 

Jones, as always, is exem- 
plary. Brolin, the son of 
James Brolin, looks like a 
seedier version of his dad at 
the same age. He is terrific as 
a man who has been beaten 
down but still has some fight 
in him. 


All of the actors are excel- 
lent, but Bardem's unnerving 
performance is the one that 
will stay with you. Chigurh 
often relies on a coin toss to 
decide a person's fate. The 
soulless look in his dark eyes 
as he makes someone choose 
between heads and tails is the 
kind of creepy detail that 
pops up in nightmares.
